Roosevelt Favors Revolution. 

There can be no doubt that the whole 
force of this administration is favorable 
to the revolution and the 
which the revolutionists claim to have 
established. The position of this gov- 
ernment is that the general good war- 
rants sovereign methods being employed.

There Is No Disorder, but the Blue 
Jackets Have Been Sent Ashore 
To Be Ready for Action 
in Case cf an Emer- 
gency. 


Colon, Colombia, November 5—7:30 
p. m.—The royal mail steamer Ori- 
noco, with twenty-eight officers, 435 
men and thirty women, has sailed. 
The United States auxiliary cruiser 
Dixie has just arrived. 


Colon, Colombia, November 5.—After a 
conference this afternoon, Colonel Torres, 
commander of the Colombian troops here, 
seeing that the’ situation was hopeless, 
agreed to embark his. soldiers on the 
Royal mai] steamer Orinoco, sailing for 
Cartagena at 6:30 p. m. A special train 
from Panama will bring General Tovar, 
who will also saf] on the Orinoco. 

The people of Colon are now jubilant. 
The flag of the new republic flies from 
the railway stations at Gatun and Bahio 
Soldado, near Colon. Troops from Pan- 
ama wil] doubtless take charge of the 
city tomorrow. 

Part of the troops have already em- 
barked on the Orinoco and the ammun!- 
tion has been taken aboard, 

The municipal council of Colon has just 
notified the provisiona) government at 
Panama of its adherence to the new re- 
public. 

It was arranged yesterday that the 
government troops should withdraw to 
the outskirts of the town and they did 
so during the night. This morning, how- 
ever, Colonel Torres marched the troops 
to the center of the town, which caused 
a landing of American blue jackets this 
morning. 

The correspondent of the Associated 
Press here has just had an interview 
with Commander Hubbard, of the Nash- 
ville, who said he had offered to reim- 
bark the American force if the govern- 
ment troops would return to their camp 
on Monkey Hill, where they passed the 
night. Colonel Torres, however, refused 
to return to Monkey Hill, which is sit- 
vated about a mile from Colon, saying 
the place was too unhandy for the sol- 
diers and that it was necessary for them 
to come to town, 

Commander | Hubbard does rgt think 
the Colombidn troops will venture to 
attack the blue jackets, who are barri- 
caded behind bales of cotton in front 
of thé bank and the railroad building. 

The commander of the Nashville has 
distributed about fifty rifles to private 
citizens, who with the blue jackets are 
guarding the barricades, 

Colonel Torres says he is determined to 
give battle to any troops coming to Colon 
from Panama. 

General Guiterez, one of Colombia's 
best generals, arrived here today from 
Cartagena on board the Austrian steamer 
Jenny. This has intensified the situation 
immensely. 

Although Colon was perfectly quiet last 
night, the foreign-resfdents hére continue 
to seek refuge on board the ships in the 
harbor or in the buildings of the Panama 
railroad, which, as an American concern, 
will be protected by the forces of the 
United States.

AFRAID OF BLAIR 


Application Made To Cancel 
His Insurance Policies, 


Mutual Life of New York Charges’ 


That He Secured Policies Aggre- 
gating $250,000 by Fraud. 
Papers Have Been 
Served on Him. 


St. Louis, November 5.—In the United 
States circuit court today the Mutual 
Life Insurance Company, of New York, 
filed an application for. the cancellation 
of two life insurance policies, aggre- 
gating $250,000, carried by the company 
upon the life of James L. Blair. 

The company charges that the policies 
were secured through fraudulent repre- 
sentations. The petition further charges 
that Blair attempted to take his own 
life on October 15 and October 3! and de- 
fraud the cOmpany of the amount of the 
policies. . 

The petition also charges that Blair. 
for ten years, during which time he was 
attorney for the company, decelved the 
company by representing that he enjoyed 
an income of $100,000 a year, that he 
was a capitalist and able the 
premiums. 

The petition sets forth that on Novem- 
ber 2 the company .served notice upon 
him of cancelation of the policies, which 
it held upon his life and made him a 
tender of the amount of the premiums 
he had paid and interest thereon, amount- 
ing to $33,063, and that this tender was 
fefused. The tender is, therefore, made 
to the court, and it is petitioned that 
Blair be required to appear in court to 
answer the charges, but not under Oath, 
the petitioners specifically waiving re- 
quirement of an Oath. Papers summon- 
ing Blair to court were given to a United 
States deputy marghal late today, and he 
departed for the Blair home to serve 
them.

New York, November 5.—The features 
of today’s session of the hearing in the

the entire change of front of. Mr. Guth- 
rie, who, heretofore, had aimed to bring 
out the fact that the value of the con- 
stituent plants of the United States Ship- 
building Company was not overesti- 
mated. 

Today, Mr. Guthrie adopted a line of 
questioning designed to show that the 
estimates of value were made by pro- 
moters, the vendors and others interested 
or the inexpert appraisers, and were 
practically without weight in determining 
the exact value of the plants and the 
assets of the consolidation. 

Mr. Nixon was on the Stand all day. 
His cross-examination was finished and 
he redirect examination partly com- 
pleted. 

At the opening of the afternoon ses- 
sion he presented a personal protest, in 
which he declared that Mr. Guthrie, in 
consultation with Max Pam, had adopted 
a Hne of questioning designed to place 
him in a false and discreditable posjion 
regarding the sale of his piant to the 
shipbuliding consolidasion.

Captain and Crew of Schooner 
Linnell Are Rescued, 


. 


For Three Days the Msn ‘Were Tied 


to the Mast, and Were Without 
Water—The Linnell! Sailed 


from Fernandina, 
Fla. 


New York, November 5.—After being 
lashed to the stump of a mast for forty- 
eight hours and without fresh water for 
three days, Captain Gabrielsen and nine 
of the crew of the waterlogged schooner 
John W. Linnell have reached this port 
aboard the Italian ship Gabrielle d’Ali. — 

Notwithstanding their privations the 
shipwrecked mariners are not suffering 
from any serious ill effects. 

The Linnell left Fernandina on Octo- 
ber !7 and on the 24th plunged into a 
terrific gale. Owing to the heavy sea 
running Captain Gabrielsen reefed his 
light sails. The next day the wind blew 
a hurricane and it was found the 
schooner was leaking. 

The wrecking pumps were started, but 
proved of no avail and in a short time 
there was 6 feet of water in the hold. 
The big seas had smashed the small 
boats and ruined the tanks holding the 
fresh water. The sailors’ plight was 
made more desperate by the fear that 
the vessel would turn over. To prevent 
this the mast were cut away and the 
crew lashed themselves to one of the 
stumps. The vessel was awash with the 
exception of the top of the after deck 
house and the sailors suffered terribly 
from lack of food and water. The waves 
broke over them continually. 7 

On the 26th the schooner was deeper 
in the water and the gal continued with 
undiminished velocity. 

On the afternoon of the 27th Captain 
Gabrielsen attracted the attention of the 
lookout on the Gabrielle d’Ali and after 
a hazardous trip the Linnell’s men were 
transferred from the sinking vessel to 
the d’ All. 

The Linnell was abandoned in latitude

SCRUGGS TALKS 
OF PANAMA WAR 


Former Minister to Venezue- 
la Says We Must Pro- 
tect Isthmus, 


just as jeasy to prove at 
We'lY be glad to show 


Colonel W, L. Scruggs, of Atlanta, for- 
mer United States minister to Venezuela, 
in an interview yesterday gives out some 
interesting and instructive information in 
connection with the revolution now raging 
in Colombia. 

Colonel Scruggs’ talk 
with the treaty entered 
tween the United States and New Grana- 
da, in which the former government 
guaranteed to the latter the sovereignty 
of the Isthmus of Panama, pledging her- 
self to protect New Granada from in- 
vasion by any foreign country. This 
treaty, however, does not guarantee the 
isthmus government against any internal 
dissention or revolution and it,  there- 
fore, has an important bearing on the 
present trouble. 

In speaking of the revolution Colonel 
Scruggs said: 

“New Granada was one of the three 
constituent parts of the original Colom- 
bian republic, Venezuela and. Ecquador 
completing the formation. The present 
Colombian government comprises nine 
states. In 1830 Venezuela seceded from 
the old Colombian republic and some 
months afterwards Ecquador_ seceded, 
leaving New Granada as the sole sur- 
vivor of that government, 

‘In 1846 the United States entered into 
a treaty with New Granada guar- 
anteeing to her the sovereignty 
of the isthmus. Under this 
treaty the United States is bound to 
protect the isthmus from invasion by any 
foreign country, but cannot interfere in 
any fnternal conflict. If Panama sees fit 
to secede and establish an independent 
government the United Stmtes cannot 
prevent it, under the treaty. The United 
States, however, can interfere to the ex- 
tent of keeping the isthmus open to the 
commerce of the world and preventmg 
either the Colombian or Panama govern- 
ments from molesting the isthmus rail- 
road or using it to transport implements 
of war. 

“Since the time the treaty was. signed 
there has been no division of the ter- 
ritory, but simply the name has been 
changed from New Granada to Colombia. 
Consequently our treaty still holds good.”

Miss Hanson was immediately sent for 
to come and make identification. She 
arrived this morning. «The suspected 
man was placed in a cell with six other 
negroes and from among thém the young 
girl was called on to point out her as- 
sailant, whereupon she, without hesita- 
tion, pointed out the above-named negro 
as the guilty man. 

The superior court is now in session 
and the negro will be placed on trial 
the first thing tomorrow morning, the 
grand jury having already returned a 
true bill, 

Eschol Graham and W. L. Wilson, of 
the local bar, have been appointed by 
the court to defend the negro, and he 
will be given a fair though speedy trial. 
There is no danger of a lynching, as 
justice will be done without even a day’s 
delay. 


Statement by Petty. 


Editor Constitution: Please allows me 
space in your columns to correct Some 
statements in regard to the shooting 
affray which ocurred here October 31. 
and which are slightly misleading. 

The dive conducted by John B. Lips- 
comb, which has an assignation house 
connected with it, is within 400 yards 
of my fiouse, | mile east of the city, 
and on a main thoroughfare leading into 
town. 

I have, on several occasions, through 
the columns of The Gainesville Eagle, 
called attention to the disgracefu! scepes 
constantly occurring at the above-named 
dive, with the hope that the courts would 
adopt some vigorous measures to sup- 
press it. 

Last February, my wife and myself re- 
eeived an anonymous, scurrilous and 
threatening letter in which my life was 
threatened. and language used too vile 
to go into print. This having failed to 
move me, as the blind tiger element 
thought it would,.there wags a vile slan- 
der put in circulation, which rose no 
higher than than the dirt from which it 
originated. Following this up, Lipscomb, 
on several occasions, massed his hench- 
men in front. of: his-saloon to attack me 
on the public road. My shotgun saved 
me from being very roughly handled, if, 
indeed, it did not save my life. 

On October 3!, two days after my last 
article appeared,.which. gave a true State- 
ment of affairs at the dive, Lipscomb 
was there earlier than usual, practicing 
with pistol and gun,’ and making threats 
against my, life. . 

When I drove to. town that morning, I 
had business which took me around and 
not by Lipsaedmb’s place. On my return 
I was met by my littie daughter and a 
neighbor’s daughter, with a message from 
my wife, urging me not to go back by 
Lipscomb’s. place, aS his intention was to 
kill me. 

I tdok the girls, with my little son, 
in my wagon (there was no other way 
to go without showing the white feath- 
er, which this writer bas never learned 
to do}, and drove.in a trot straight for 
home. 1 held my gun in readiness, but 
pointing up. On reaching a point in the 
road opposite to Lipscomp’s door, he saw 
me, seemed to become frenzied in a mo- 
ment, and sprang for his gun. I then 
trained my gun on that part of the door 
where I expected him to appear, and as 
soon as he did appear, with.gun in hand, 
as if ready to shoot, I, feeling then as 
I do now, that my life and the lives of 
those in my wagon were in danger, 
shot as soon as possible. The wall of 
the house, behind which he was shield- 
ed, saved hie life, as the distance, per- 
haps, saved mine, for he shot in a few 
seconds after I did. A stray shot struck 
Jonas Gaines on the hand and inflicted 
a very slight wound. He was inside 
Lipecomb’s house, and in a straight line 
with my gun, but behind the door. 

Al} the good people in Gainesville thor- 
oughly understand the matter, and I have 
no apologies to make, no regrets to of- 
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But f have scores of valued friends 
Georgia whom I know will want a 


correct statement and who will be Satis- . 


fied with this. 

Let me say, in conclusion, that I have 
never before had occasion -to use arms 
since I surrenwered at Fredericksburg, 
Va., as one of Mosby’s men.

Representative Tawney, of Minnesota, 
who was leader of the republican mi- 
nority that passed the reciprocity bill in 
the last congress, said today that the 
provision requiring congressional ap- 
proval when inserted in the treaty was 
known by him to be defective and open 
to constitutional objections. The treaty 
of 1854 with Great Britain for recip- 
rocity with Canada and the reciprocity 
treaty of 1878 with Hawaii, he added, 
both contained a provision at the very 
heginning, stating that when suitable 
legislation was enacted by congress to 
carry out the provisions of the treaties, 
then the president should issue a procla- 
mation announcing the fact and the 
treaty thereupon should become effect- 
jve. Both these treaties were followed 
by legislation in the form of a Dill re- 
ating the articles that were to be ad- 
mitted duty free. Mr. Tawney contends 
that to approve the treaty by a simple 
resolution would be avoid and asserts 
that the sugar provision of the treaty 
is nothing more than a pledge of the 
faith of the government, that the duties 

‘on sugar shall not be changed during 
the life of the treaty. <Any tariff Dill, 
he contends, can abrogate this provision 
of the treaty, or the treaty itself.

Governor J.. M. Terrell] welcomed thé 
daughiters on behalf of the state and in- 
troduced the orator of the occasion, Rev. 
Sam W. Small, who spoke on “The Du- 
ties of Patriotism.’’ His address was an 
eloquent effort and created much enffu- 
siasm. Ex-Governor P. Watt Hardin, of 
Kentucky, and Mrs. Robert J. Burdette, 
of Los Angeles, Cal., were in the audi- 
ence. 

Colonel Smal) gracefully acknowledged 
the distinguished honor imposed upon 
him by the invitation of the Daughters 
of the Revolution. It proved an oppres- 
sive one to find in his scant resources 
things worth while to be said and worthy 
of their patient hearing, he said. 

He eulogized the noble endeavors they 
had made to keep alive the altar-fires of 
patriotism and to memorialize the names 
and deeds of those who achieved fhe 
desperate venture .for our national and 
state freedom.

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So Governor Sanford Dole 
States in Report 


Unless Whites Go to the Islands, the 
Chinese and Japs Will Take 
Them—Many White Men 
Are Wedding Hawaiian 
Women, 


Washington, November  5.—Governor 
Sanford B. Dole, chief executive of the 
territory of Hawall, expreéses the opin- 
fon in his annugl report to the secretary 
of the interior, that ‘unless there should 
be a@ larger immigration Of American 
settlers than now seems probable, the 
inferiority of those who may be class- 
ed as belonging to the Teytonic race, as 
eompared with the Hawalians, will, in a 
few years, become a still greater inferior- 
ity, as oompared with the then citizens 
of the Hawaiian, Portuguese, Japanese 
and Chinese races,’’ 

This opinion is based on conditions in 
the schools. The American and Euro- 
pean children in the schools number |.- 
605, an increase of only 18 over the pre- 
vious year, while the Hawaiian, Portu- 
Kuese, Japanese and Chinese children in 
the sohools number 16,299, an increase 
of 945. 

“The prospect,” says the governor, ‘‘un- 
emphasizes the importance of giving to 
all children who are American citizens 
a good common school education. The 
association of pupils of the different races 
with each other in School work and the 
recreations of the play ground go far 
toward breaking down race prejudices and 
tends to prepare them for intelligent 
political action in the future.” 

Social Conditions. 


Other reference in the report to social 
conditions in Hawaii are as follows: 

“There are many marriages between 
Hawaiian women and white men, and.a 
few between Hawaiian women and China- 
men. The offspring of both classes of 
marriages are 4g improvement, as a rule, 
on the pure Hawaiian in thrift and busi- 
ness enterprise. 

“Part Hawaiians as a class are increas- 
ing and the rate of decrease of the pure 
Hawaiian appears to be a diminishing 
one,”’ 

The report says the statistics show a 
steady increase in the last three years 
in the production of sugar and an in- 
crease in the shipments outside the ter- 
ritory. Coffee Shipments show an in- 
crease of 720,000 pounds over the pre- 
vious year, but a decrease. of 689,000 
pounds compared with the year ended 
June 30, I9QI 

Rice, the report says, is inevitably a 
diminishing product, both from the com- 
petition of the new rice fields of Texas 
and Loulsiana and the diminishing num- 
bers of Chinese in the territory. 

New Se‘tlers Are Whites. 

Governor Dole says that the majority 
of the new settlers on the public lands 
last year were white men, and he adds: 

“It is evident that the settlement of 
the available lands of the territory by 
farmers owning and cultivating the hold- 
ings must be of gradual growth. The 
large area of puwlic lands held under un- 
expired leases is one reaSon for this.” 

The report says the competition of the 
Chinesé and Japanese in the labor mar- 
ket is formidable on the ground of their 
lower wages rather than the quality of 
the mechanical performance of the men 
of those nationalities, which falls behind 
that of the Anglo-Saxon as regards work 
not especially Oriental. It recommends 
that a limYied tmmigration of Chinese 
laborers to the territory be permitted, 
conditioned upon their engaging only in 
agricultural, mill and domestic work for 
hire during their stay and subject to 
deportation at their own expense upon 
their ceasing to do so.

from behind a bush, where he had it con- 
cealed, and tried to shoot; that The. gun, 
for some reason, failed to fire, and that 
Mr. Simmons then sprang the gun, which 
was a hammerless one, and then raised it 
as if to shoot; that then Daniels fired 
but before he shot, cried*loudly and heg- 
ged Mr. Simmons not to shoot him. 

This version was manifestly false, as tn 
the first place there were tracks on the 
side of the river where the body wag 
found, which showed that the shooting 
was not done from the boat, and besides 
it would be impossible for the shot found 
in the body to have taken the course they 
did, for the reason that at the place 
Daniels said the shooting took place there 
is a bluff, quite steep, and some 15 feet 
high, and the range of the shot necessa- 
rily would have been upward.

Washington, November 5.—The commis- 
sion of Indian affairs foday received the 
following telegram concerning the In- 
dian situation from Agent Brennan, of 
the Pine Ridge agency, dated yesterday 


at Hot Springs, 8S. D.:

CORMAN THE MAN 
SAYS BARTLETT 


Congressman Thinks emo- 
crals Can Win Presidency, 


That Tuesday’s Elections Show That 
Democrats Could Carry New 
York Next Yearif Right 
Man Is Nominated—Gor- 
man Will Win.

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., November 5-—(Special.)— 
Hon. Charlies L. Bartlet, member of 
congress from this district, before leav- 
ing for the national capital this after- 
noon gave expression to a political pro- 
phecy or two. 

“The election Tuesday in New York,” 
said he, “indicates the drift of public 
sentiment in that state. It shows be- 
yond a question of doubt to my mind that 
there is an excellent chance for the dem- 
ocrats to carry New York at the next 
presidential election. It is evidence al- 
most comp.ete that the administration 
of Roosevelt has not been at all satis- 
factory. There was as much, to my 
mind, nationa] sentiment jn that election 
as it is possible to inject into’a munic- 
ipal contest. Of course Low went down 
under the great avalanche of ballots, 
but it is my opinion that many of those 
votes were aimed indirectly, if not direct- 
ly, at the national administration. Let 
the democrats nominate the right man 
and get together and yictory is almost 
assured.”’

“Gorman,” the congressman Treplied. 
“His brilliant victory in Maryland has 
brought him to the forefront.

“The third term 
idea alone precludes and makes impossi- 
ble the nomination of that strong, brainy 
and popular man.” 


Bartlett on the Extra Session. 

Referring to the coming extraordinary 
session of congress, which convenes next 
Monday, Judge Bartlett said: 

“In my judgment, the calling of the 
extra session by the president was wholly 
unnecessary. The only purpose, as ¢a- 
pressed in the president's proclammation, 
in convening the congress in extraordi- 
nary session is to enact legislation carry- 
ing into effect a reciprocity treaty with 
the Cuban republic, the purpose being to 
have congress enact this legislation by 
the Ist of December next. It will be re- 
membered that this treaty was submitted 
to the senate during the second session of 
the fifty-seventh congress, and was not 
confirmed. The president then called the 
senate in extra session on the 4th of 
March last, and they finally ratified the 
treaty with the proviso that it should 
not be effective until legislation was 
enacted by the congress making it ef- 
fective. Without this proviso it is clear 
that the treaty would not have been rat- 
ifiegd by the senate at all, because the 
president and the senate, under the con- 
stitution being the treaty-making power, 
cannot affect by treaty the revenues of 
the government, the constitution pro- 
viding that ‘all bills affecting the reve- 
rue must Originate in the Nouse;’ and 
even after the senate has ratified this 
treaty I am of the opinion that under 
the constitution any law looking to Tec- 
iprocity with Cuba, which shall affect the 
revenues of the government, must orig- 
inate in the house, and I doubt very se- 
riously whether a mere bill to carry into 
effect the provisions of this treaty wouid 
be constitutional. 

“Tl am satisfied from my knowledge of 
the opinion of the members of the house, 
on both sides, that the house will take 
the position that the president and the 
senate, who constitute the treaty-~making 
power, have no constitutional authority 
to change or affect the revenues of the 
government by making and ratifying a 
treaty. This, of course, will necessitate 
the enactment of a law by congresa, if 
we are to have reciprocity with Cuba, 
which must originate in the house and 
pass through the house and through the 
senate. and be approved by the president 
like any other law enacted by congress; 
and I do not believe that this can be done 
by December !, when the regular session 
convenes. Hence, I say the extra session 
is unnecessary and will accomplish noth- 
ing in carrying out the purpose for which 
it was called. It is true that any other 
legislation can be enacted, if congress 
sees fit to consider and pass any, but I 
see from the press that Mr. Cannon, who 
is to be speaker, says that he dots not

In a letter to Father O'Flynn, president’ 
of the Cork branch of the league, Mr. 
O’Brien complains that efforta are made 
in many quarters to “thwart the policy 
recommended by the national directory 
for the purpose of maintaining the largest 
benefits for the Irish tenantry under the 
new act.. He says in this connection he 
has been pursued by the many interests 
with a ferocity and a hatred beyond that 
incurred by any Irishman of this genera- 
tion.” 

When he finds that the policies which 
the Irish party, the national directory, 
the national convention and the repre- 
sentative boards of the country have ap- 
proved are covered with opprobrium and 
derision by a newspaper which is the only 
source of information for half of Ireland, 
and when he finds that this counter 
policy is shared by public men, including 
his own colleagues of the Irish party, the 
limit of endurance has been reached and 
after anxious deliberation he is determin- 
ed to resign without delay from pariia- 
ment and from the governing body of the 
United Irish League and to leave the state 
to whatever alternative policy the assail- 
ants are prepared to lay before the coun- 
try. 

O’Brien adds that as his continued 
editorship of The Irish People would in-
